It wes cecided to write 
the various U. F. A. locals in the 
district advising willingness of tho 
Board to cooperate in’ the better 
seed campaign. 

Town Trees 

E. A. Beck, last year’s chairman 
of the auto camp and tree planting 
committea, gave a report of last 
year’s work. He advised that the 
trees on the streets and in the auto 
camp be irrigated thoroughly and as 
early as possible this year. Some 
trees, he said, had been making slow 
growth because of lack of sufficient 
water.

Invaluable To Navigation 
Revolving Wireless Beam — Gives 
Operator the Ship's Bearings 
Those who travel in ships along 
Hritain’s east coast, see the flashing 
lights of many lUghthouses. But, 
they are also crossed by revolving 

beam which they never see. 

It is the revolving wireless beam 
from Orfordness, the type of the new 
warning beacons that will some day 
be set along every coast. 

The beam, stretching farther than 


| any light could posibly be seen at 


sea, swings its directing rays rouna 
and’ about and round again, just as 
the beams of ight are swung. When 
the ray falls directly (in a straight 
line from beacon to ship), on to the 
ship’s wireless receivers they receive 
the greatest possible amount of ita 
influence. When it is swung right 
away from the ship’s course, the 
wireless operator will receive the} 
minimum signal. 

By calculating the time the revolv- 


|ing beam takes to give him the 


maximum signal after he has receiv- 
ed the minimum signal (or the other 
way round), the wireless man can 
calculate the ship’s bearings from 
the angle. 

If there were two wireless beacons 
and he received signals from both 
he could calculate angles and the 
ship's bearings still more accurately, 

All that the wireless man and the 
navigator of the future will) want 
will be a stop-watch and the accurate 
receiver to keep the ship on her 
course even in fog.

Vote In r rent = Foreshadows 
Important Development 

The main estimates tabled in par- 
lament almost, certainly foreshadow 
the establishment. this year of an air 
mail service in western Caneda. 
Bearing in mind the probable cost of 
the Winnipeg-Calgary air mail ser- 
vice, the increases in \the appropria- 
tions to be sought by the post office 
department and the national defence 
department can be interpreted in no 
other way than as _ foreshadowing 
this most important development. 

The vote on the alr mail service 
in the estimates of the post office de- 
partment is increased from $400,000 
to $1,250,000 and this is more than 
sufficient to cover all contracts need- 
ed in the western servicec, likewise 
the increase in the vote for the es- 
tablishment of air routes, in the de- 
fence department, of $313,432, is 
about twice the amount required to 
construct light beacons and emerg- 
ney landing fields along the 1,200 
mile route from Winnipeg to Calgary 
and north from Regina to Saskatoon, 
and from Calgary to Edmonton. 

In other respects the main estl- 
mates are of great interest to the 
west. The items for the department 
of agriculture show very substantial 
|increases, There is an additional 
vote of $437,000 for cold storage 
warehouses, $250,000 for seed grain 
control and grants to seed farms, 
$150,000 for experimental farms, 
$180,000 for health or animals, $19,- 
000 to establish a co-operative 
branch in the department, and £25,- 
000 for Canada’s share in the newly 
erganized empire bureau of research.
